Several Flee From Historic St.
Joseph's in Willing's Alley.
Skirt Factory Damage
Put at $100,000

OWNER NE AR COLLAPSE

Landmarks ware threatened, two flremon
overcoma, worshipers In a church driven
to the street and dense smoke, like asphyxis
atlng gas, rolled In wvolumea for many
blocks, covering almost the whole neigh-
borhood, when fire damaged the bullding
of Pestcoe Brothera & Co., skirt manufac-
turers, nt 216-218 South 8d street, to the
extent of $100,000 last night.

The binze was discovered a few minutes
bafore 8 o'clock. 1In less than an hour the
five-ntory bullding ressmbled n furndee. The
flames nlso damaged nearby bulldings, espe-
clally nt 214 South 3d street. Thousands
of pérsons ware attracted to the scene, but
tha police had llttle difficulty In keeping
order,

Three alarms were turnod In.  While
seores of firemen battlad to conflne the
fiamea to the Pestooe bullding, others
played streams of water on nearby struce
tures, over which showers of sparks fell
for more than threes-quarters of an hour.

Half a dozen worshipers In St. Joseph's
Catholle Church, Willings alley, batwesn
2d and 4th streets., alarmed at clouds of
smoka which poured through open win-
dows, thought the historie edifice was afire,
and made thelr way hurrlendly to the
ntroet.  Across the way, In Id street, stands
St. Paul's Protestant ¥Eplscopnl Church,
while the Lehigh Valley Rallrond Com-
pany's old office bullding Is at 3d street and
Willings nlley.

More than a dogen llnes of hose ware
run through the court known as Walnut
pince so that firemen could keep the flames
from spreading to bulldings thare.

Charles Pestooe, owner of the hullding
and of the business, which {8 conducted
under the nameo of Pestcoe Brothers, who
arrived while the fire was at Ity helght,
boere Lysterlenl, Assistant firs marashals
allowed no ono to appronch him. When he
had attained n semblance 6f calmneas he
sald he had left the bullding at 7:156 o'clock
to go to his home, at 3211 Arlington strest.

The roof of the building at 214 South
dd stréet caught fire. BStreams of water
woere played on It, and the Interlor was
flooded, The first floor Is occupled by I,
Cohen, electrical supplies; the second by
the Empire Embroldery Company and the
Morrison Manufacturing Company, makers
of children's dresses; the third by Charlea
Nowmin, mnker of buttonholes, and the
fourth by I. Krasnov & Son, makers of
children's dresses, The contents of tha
bullding st 220 South 24 street, ocoupled
by Hornce E. Roberts & Sons, printers, also
wan dumaged by water,

Pestooe, after the fire, was almost In &
state of collapse. Ha sald that the in-
suranoe on the bullding and its contents
wasd trifling. He was taken home by
friends,
